LOWER FREIGHT RATES ON ORANGES. 


The question of disposing of this 
year’s orange crop has been a very 
serious one to our orchardists, owing 
to the low prices ruling in San Fran- 
cisco, which have rendered it almost 
impossible for growers to obtain any- 
thing like a decent profit. The East- 
ern market has been a tempting one, 


- but the high rates of freight have 


heretofore absorbed nearly every- 
thing ; and while New York, Chi- 
cago, St. Louis, Kansas City, Den- 
ver, and other Eastern and West- 
ern cities are anxious to obtain our 
semi-tropical fruits, there has been but 
small inducement to ship them, and 
insome ofthards this year the fruit 
has been permitted to fall cff and de- 
cay, rather than consign it at a risk. 
A few weeks ago the rate on oranges 
by the car-load to all points east of 
the Missouri river was reduced from 
$350 to $300 per car-load, and this re- 
duction, though welcome, not proving 
sufficient to leave much margin for 
growers, it is with pleasure that 
we are able this morning to an- 
nounce a still further reduction 
of $50, so that the cost of shipment 
for the remainder of the season to all 
the principal Eastern cities will be 
$250 per carload. Therate to Tucson, 
Behson and other points in Arizona, is 
fixed at $225 per carload—a reduction 
of $125 from former rates. It is by 
pursuing a policy of this kind that the 
railroad can best win the confidence of 
the people of the Coast, and render 
unnecessary the immense amount of 
money annually spent by it to prevent 
restrictive legislation. A liberal course 
towards the producers of the State, 
who alone make railroads valuable, 
will, in the long run, not be regretted 
by the great transportation company 
of the Pacific. ' 


THE SOUTHERN IDEA. 


The New York Sun is recognized as 
thoroughly Democratic politically. 4 
gentleman on its editorial staff has 
taken a trip South, to look up the po- 
litical situation. A recent letter of 
his contained the following remark- 
able admissions, which, coming from 
such authority, are certainly worth 
considering by Northern Democratic 
workmen: 


To understand these Southern peo- 
ple and the motives that control their 
political thought. it is necessary to 
say that inthe cotton States all the 
men of education and wealth are 
Democrats. These men believe that 
allthe Northern gentlemen are Re- 
publicans. I have often heard this 
remark in the South: “If I lived in 
the North I would bea Republican. 
All the decent men up there are Re- 
publicans. The rank and file of the 
Northern Democracy correspond to 
the niggers of the South.” The im- 
pression in the South is that the ma- 
jority of the men employefin North- 
ern manufactories are Democrats. 
This being se, and the Southern 
Democrats despising the North- 
ern wing of the party, they think these 
workmen are worthy of no more con- 
sideration than are the Southern ne- 
groes. Negroes are paid at starvation 
rates throughout the cotton States. 
Men who have lived upon the unpaid 
labor of other men cannot, in one gen- 
eration, be educated up to the simple 
truth that they who perform the man- 
ual labor of acountry are entitled to 
a decent living out of the proceeds of 
their work. The Southern men, with- 
out any exception that I know of, be- 
lieve in low wages, the lowest possible 
Naturally the 

talk of Northern men, who believe in 
_& protective tariff that compels large 
wages to workmen in mines, mills and 
furnaces, is regarded ss the insincere 
utterance of persons seeking to advance 
their own political and material pros- 
perity. “Protection of laborers! Pooh! 
Grind them down. Pay them just 
enough to keep them in bacon and 
corn meal.” That is the Southern pol- 
icy as it is to-day in active operation 
throughout the old slave States.

could be united upon, the Constitution 
would have been rejected by the people. 
Thomas Jefferson never- made a speech; 
he couldn’t do it. Napoleon, whose ex- 
ecutive ability was almost without paral- 
lel, said that his greatest difficulty was in 
finding men of deeds rather than of words. 
When asked how he maintained his influ- 
ence over his superiors in age and expe- 
rience, when Commander-in-Chief of an 
army in Italy, he said by reserve. The 
greatness of a man is not measured by the 
length of his speeches nur their number. 


This is very true; and yet how gen- 
eral is the popular impression that it 
is the men of words, of diffuse and re- 
dundant oratory, who are the states- 
men of a country! The gift of elo- 
quent speech—and eloquence consists 
in clothing thought in the most fitting 
words—is a rare and precious gift; 
but the power to do is what makes 
men and nations great.
